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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments seem to revolve around a 
limitation which has been addressed in the final rejection. Specifically, the interpretation by Applicant on the so-called secure link 
checking is different from what is viewed by the Office Action. The rejection has pointed out how ensuring a secure link amounts to, 
i.e.the purpose to check if the provider of a electronic content is a secure source is but one example of securing a connection with a 
source provider. The claim does not go at length in sufficiently clarifying what this secure link checking is all about; and a broad 
reasonable interpretation has been set forth as ground to fulfill this limitation. If the invention is about security checking of source and 
target machines in a communication scheme, then explicit teaching should be provided in the claim and specs. The claims because of 
lack of description on a subject matter apparently deemed essential to the invention will not be in sufficient form/condition for allowance. 
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
